At an impressive ceremony on 
Ihc University of Saskatchewan 
Campus.

The ceremony launched a cam- 
paign for funds to defray part of 
the cost of the building. 

The building will cost approxi- 
mately S700.000. of which students 
will contribute $150,000. $350.000 
will be in the form of a grant 
from the Provincial Government, 
and the remainder will be raised 
during the current campaign.

At a recent SCM meeting held on 
the University of Western Ontario 
campus it was decided that "Uni- 
versity students arc snobs" by a 
vote of 14 to 10 after a debate be 
tween two students. 

The speaker for the affirmative, 
Lawrence Stanley, claimed that al- 
though students ostensibly go to 
university for an education, the 
real reason is to raise their prestige 
and to be a little better than other 
people. He went on to say that the 
university student has no right to 
say that he is better than any other 
person simply because he has had 
a better education; and mentioned 
the social snob, the intellectual 
sncb and the economic snob as be- 
ing numerous among college stud- 
ents. 

Among the social snobs, Stanley 
went on to say, arc those who form 
fraternities to satisfy their social 
ego, while the intellectual snobs 
think that because they are univer- 
sity students they have a superior 
intellect, and the economic snob 
thinks that he should have one of 
the better paid jobs in the country. 
In addition to these, he went on 
to claim that there are the various 
student executives and outstanding 
athletes who are snobs within the 
university. 

The speaker for the negative. 
Gerry Zink. protested that all clas- 
ses have snobs and claimed that 
student veterans have set an ex- 
ample for everyone to follow while 
at university. She also pointed out 
that summer vacations are usually 
used to fatten the student's income 
and that manual labor is not be- 
low his dignity.

McGill Will Present Opera; 
19th Century Critic Recalled

If the version of the Beggar's 
Opera to be presented at McGill 
this year is uncxpurgated. it should 
prove to be very entertaining. The 
opera seemed to have created quite 
a stir in good old Victorian Eng- 
land. In a biography of Handel 
published in England in 1857. Vic- 
tor Schoclchcr writes very synlcal- 
ly of the opera and Its popularity. 

"John Rich, the proprietor of 
Lincoln's Theatre in London, 
brought out there Gay's Beggar's 
Opera, one of the few among Eng- 
lish operas, which has survived the 
day of ils birth. The music of this 
was entirely made up of old local 
ballads, put into score by Dr. Pc- 
pusch. The whole town hastened 
to admire it; at the first run it had 
sixty-three consecutive representa- 
tions, which caused people to say 
that it made Gay rich, and Rich 
gay.' 

"It would be difficult to imag- 
ine," continues the historian, "any- 
thing more revolting than the mor- 
ality of the play. Pcachum. the old 
receiver of stolen goods, traffics 
with justice to save his cleverest 
thieve, and outrages the best feel- 
ings of humanity with imperturb- 
able coolness." He's another wife 
beater. "He ill-lrcals his (laugh-

He has also 
contributed to such noteworthy 
publications as "The Encyclopaedia 
of Social Sciences" and "The Har- 
vard Law Review".

Prior to the war he worked for 
three years with the Toronto Chil- 
dren's Aid Society and then as 
executive assistant to the director 
with the Canadian Welfare Coun- 
cil in Ottawa.

Professor Laycock assisted in the 
establishment of a Social Service 
Directorate for the Medical Corp. 

In his address Professor Lay- 
cock will outline the wide range 
of activity now encompassed in 
the field of social work. He will 
also indicate to what extent the 
study of Sociology is a praclic.il 
aid to those planning a career In 
professional social work. In the 
question period following his talk 
he hopes to be able to touch on 
the opportunities as regards posi- 
tions and salary for those entering 
the profession.

Hendcl was also Professor of Moral 
Philosophy here from 19119 until 
1940. when he left for Yale. 

The lectures will be based upon 
discussions held with men of the 
American Army, concerning their 
Views on human life and religion, 
and will go on to deal with the 
issues concerning civilization and 
religion as they appear today.

Present building plans call for 
the completion, as soon as possible, 
of a complete sports centre on 
Pine Avenue by addition of a new 
wing to the existing Sir Arthur 
Currie Mcmoria gymnasium and a 
rink to be erected between Fletch- 
er's field and the gymnasium. The 
new wing will contain a swimming 
pool, extra squash courts and an 
auditorium, while the rink is to 
have accommodation for between 
six ond seven thousand fans and 
will provide the varsity hockey 
team and the-various intramural 
leagues with their own playing 
space, 

The original campaign was in- 
augurated in 1915 with the object 
of raising funds for a war memor- 
ial swimming pool addition to the 
Currie gym, but the response from 
bot hstudents and graduates was so 
encouraging that the more ambi- 
tious scheme of including a rink as 
well was put into effect. 

$713.000 So Far 

To date a sum of $713,000 has 
bee ncollcctcd with a $733.000 total 
pledged. The university has under- 
taken to guarantee the project 
when the three-quarter million 
mark is reached. 

The corner stone of the pool 
was laid by the Governor-General 
at the graduates reunion last Oct- 
ober celebrating the 125th anni- 
versary of the foundation of the 
college. Actual construction has 
been delayed due lo the difficulty 
of obtaining materials, but build- 
ing is expected to be completed 
before the present Freshmen grad. 
uatc, and it is for this reason that 
they arc the objects of the coming 
drive. 

Students in the upper years have 
been canvassed during the past 
three sessions, and last year the 
campaign committee raised the sum 
of $9,500 from the student body. 
Miss Sally Pitfield, choirraan of 
this year's committee has stressed 
that money donated is not so much 
the form of a hand out but an in- 
vestment in future sports oppor- 
tunities at the college.

That 
is, thinking and writing are not 
separate, but mutually Interde- 
pendent and mutually SUI GEN- 
ERIS processes. "How can I tell 
what I think until I see what 
I've written?" la a very sensible 
question. Achieving something to 
say is not an act of supine recep- 
tion; It is an act of achievement, 
and It can be begun In college, 
or immediately alter— or at any 
time In life— If one wishes to 
aehleve it. Writing maketh the 
full man even more than read- 
ing, because to be a writer is to 
be a reader-plus, a reader-In- 
action. 

The time to begin is now, not 
next month or next year. In 
order to have something to say, 
go find out about something that 
interests you, be It profound or 
frivolous, and make up your 
mind to write about it.

Lecturing at tho McGill Hillcl 
Foundation yesterday, Dr. Lewl- 
sohn mingled scholarly language, 
American slang and Yiddish ex- 
pressions in a masterly exposition 
of his theme. Short, white-haired 
and energetic, he gives an impres- 
sion of constant vitality, and speaks 
with humor and decision in a 
slightly Churchlllian manner. 

Dr. Lcwisohn carried the story 
6f the Jew In literature from the

ancient Joscphus, through a pas 
sage in Piers Ploughman, to Mar- 
lowe's "Jew of Malta," and Shakes 
peare's Merchant of Venice. He 
pointed out how a sense of the con 
vcntionality of antl-scmltlsm be- 
came a tradition resulting in our 
own day in tho "vile and wund- 
ing references which occur unfall 
ingly in the books of Aldous Hux- 
ley." 

According to Dr. Lcwisohn, "Earth 
and High Heaven" and Gentleman's 
Agrcomen t," two contemporary 
treatments of the Jew in literature, 
failed to characterize him adequate- 
ly. The Jews which appear in them 
are not Jews but self-hating escap- 
ists. Their argument, ho claimed 
indignantly, is "Dont kick the cat 
.(Continued on Paie 1).

a) The vast majority stated 
that the aspiring teams must 
prove themselves good enough to 
compete with the present squads. 

b) Others mentioned that en- 
larging the loops would add var- 
iety to the play of the league and 
would also give fans n chance to 
look at big-name stars whom 
they could ncvci sec otherwise, 

c) Many suggested a new play- 
off system involving teams from 
all over the country. 

d) A large number declared 
that American teams should be 
added to the league. However, 
they were careful to mention 
that the rules would have to be 
modified. 

c) Some suggested the combin- 
ing of all large Eastern Canadian 
Universities in a compact league, 
Including the Maritimes. 

fiA few stated that Western 
should be admitted to the hoc- 
key circuit. Others in favor of 
additions to the present hockey 
set-up, mentioning that there 
was an International Intercolle- 
giate Hockey League before the 
war. lncidently, Western would 
have to build a rink in order to 
enter. 



Here arc the reasons advanced 
by those in the negative— 
a) Adding teams to the league 
would reduce the old rivalry, 
which exists between the present 
lour. 

b) Others gave as their reasons 
for maintaining the present set- 
up such difficulties as . . . there 
would be too much expense . . . 
the schedule is long enough now 
. . . the season would be too 
strenuous . . . there would be 
rule complications ... the new 
additions would weaken the 
league. 

c) In the different sporls, the 
new teams would cither be loo 
powerful or too weak, e.g. In 
football the top American teams 

ore vastly superior to the Canuck 
squads, while the Canadians 
. have the edge in hockey. 

Next we have* the opinions of 
those who were in favor of the 
move In certain sports and 
against it in others. 

a) Some said that American 
teams should be added in basket- 
ball because it would balance the 
league, but that the circuit re- 
main the same in hockey and 
football. 

b) Others opined that basket- 
ball should remain the same and 
that American teams be added in 
hockey and football.

Ed Ballon, president of the 

Students Society, who will be 
one of the McGlll representatives 
at the CIAU meeting this month, 
had the following comments to 
make when polled. 



"Yes, but only when teams 
have proven themselves up to 
the calibre of the C.I. A.U. league 
in question. I would add, how- 
ever, that I am strongly in favor 
of a Dominion-wide Canadian 
Intercollegiate Athletics Union, 
rather than the Eastern Canadian 
interpretation of sffth a league, 
which wc know today. This 
would provide for— a) a .uniform 
code of play; b) a uniform code 
of eligibility regulations; c) Dom- 
inion-wide play-offs or tourna- 
ments, where feasible. 

"Furthermore, it would seem 
wise not to allow members of 
such a Dominion-wide C.I. A.U. to 
compete with non-mcmbcr Uni- 
versities, Colleges, or Schools in 
Canada. This would serve to give 
teeth to the organization and to 
make our National Intercollegiate 
Athletics Union all embracing, as 
Ls the case in the United Slates."
